Although on the whole the commerce of Grea’ 

Jaln—bas—beea—but-slightly--sflec-ed—by-tbo- 
cheapening of the price of production of silver, 
there are other indications that m system of 
{njuslous competition {s at work; aod the worst, 
-and most wasatisfactory part, of this competltion 
(ea that Is Influenced by unwholesome and 
artlficlal measures. Mr, Davld Dale, the Pre~ 
sident ofthe Yron and Sicel Institste, brought 
some of these points into p.ominence, which are 
further commented on fa a recent number of 
Engineering,, Mr. Dale gave a graphic account 
of the gradual change from iron to ateel [n the 
arts ‘of construction, mare especially between 
3870 and the rresent time, In 1870, for instance, 
88 per cent. of the total tonnage launched In the 
Unlted Kingdom was tron; in 1893, 96 per cent, 
was atecl, Foremost amongst the countries, 
that, brought about this revolution was Groat 
Britain, snd foremost {a Great Briteld 
was, of course, Mr,’ Henry Bessemer, Tha 
Bros. Slemens, who, though not English, were 
‘largely associated with England by-thelr open- 
hearth process, a perfectly independent one, 
advanced the art, aud thess two systems have 
grown up together, and have each thelr diitinctive 
‘utilides, England may thus be looked upon as’ 
the birth-place of the steel industry of the world, 
and the start she thas attained she has still 
maintained actually though her comparative 
{importance tn the trade (e with difficulty mata. 
tained. The improvement has gona an in 
vatlous directlons. Thus, in 1870 9 blast 
farnace could not be found to produce more than 
400 tons a week, while at the present day three 
timea that amount can ba eadily produced. Id) 
1869. the United: Kingdom produced some 5¢ 
million tons of pig fron;'in 1892 this had 
increased to 7 million ; and doubtless this was a 
satisfactory. increase, looked at absolutely, 
Looked at relatiycly, the progress was by no 
means so satisfactory, [n 1870 the total produc. 
tion ‘of the world was about 12 million tong, of 
which the United Kingdom sapplicd upwards of 
46 per cent,, the United States following with 143 
per cent, and France and Germany with about 
tr per cent, each, In 1892 the total of the 
world had riten to nearly 27 millionsof tons, 
but Great Britatn only came second, the Unit 
S ates producing 344 per cent, Great Britain 
253, and Germany 184 ; France, however, declin- 
Ing to 7}. Regarding this remarkable change 
Engineering remarks:—"No doabt the com 
parative decline of British tron. and steel, pro. 
duction {s largely due to what may be described 
as artificial caunes, {n the shape of duties or the 
State restrictlors of foréign countries. These are 
beyond helping, and wé ne:d not look upon them 
with much misg'ving, for wt at Protection grasps 
with one hand it loses from the other. Ifthe 
United States puta prohibilve duty on rails, our 
stee] makers may sigh asthey look on thesplend!d 
market that ls closed to them, bat we know that 
every collar of that daly means so much {nsur. 
ance to us agalnst compztition fn n-utralmarkets 
at large.’ These considera(toos, we know, are 
begloning to be teken-ts heart by the great 
American people, and the question arises, and 
‘has to be borne fo mind—Coold the United 
States, elther by tnereated skill, in which the 
people stand at the highest level in the world, 
cheap processes of manufacture, or. by a reduc. 
tion of protective duties, which would cheapan 
the cost of manofactures all round, ever come to 
compete with Great Britaln in the newtrar mar 
kets ofthe world? Germany {», however, ont 
great rival In these respects, 10.1887 weexported 
4,143,0000 tons of fron and steel, exclusive of 
machinery ; last year this total had fallen to. 
9,545 090, Germany in the farmer year exported
